Many of our oversea’s friends came to see us last spring to enjoy the thrills of 
thousands and thousands of Hyacinths, Daffodils and Tulips 1n full bloom in 
our lathhouse. Weather permitting, they took a trip through our nurseries, 200 acres, 
situated behind the lovely North Sea sand-dunes. 

To those who plana trip to Holland this year, we extend a cordinal invitation to 
see us and to spend a few hours at Keukenhof, famous flower show at Lisse, in 
the center of the bulb district. where we keep a permanent display.
